The cost of this is $1,f47,541,931 
This 


approaches 
the 
amount 
of national 


debt on which interest is paid, and ex- 
ceeds by about one 
billion of dollars 


the whole paper 
circulation 
of the 


United States. 
The total cost of an- 


nual repairs 
is 
stated 
at 
93,963,1°", 


and the annual interest 
on the origi- 


nal cost at C per 
cent, at 
1105,652,996, 


making a grand total annual tax up- 
on the farmers, 
apart 
from the 
ex- 


pense of rebuilding 
these 
fences, 
of 


$108,800,182. 
California 
has invested 


in fences over one 
and a half millions 


of dollars, and but for the no fence law 
in operation in many 
courts the item 


of expense 
would 
he much 
larger. 


The day will come when there will he 
no perishable farm fences in the Unit- 
ed States. 
In many 
portions of 
Fu- 


rope the only fences to 
be 
seen 
are 


livinghedges. 
If people 
were 
com- 


pelled to fence in those 
localities the 


expense would be 
so 
great 
that 
no 


profit would accrue 
from 
soil tilling 


and agricultural 
pursuits 
would have 


to he 
abandoned. 
Les 
Angeles 
val- 


ley will never be fenced except 
with 


the hedges that may 
be 
easily 
and 


cheaply grown from willow and other 
species of hedge 
making 
wood. 
The 


same is true of a large area of the San 
Joaquin Valley. 


Unwise Legislation. 


Allmen ure fallible, and Ihuse pos- 


sessing 
the greatest wisdom are most 


ready to acknowledge their weakness, 
and look with more leniency upon the 
mistakes 
of others 
than 
upon their 


own. 
Hence their willingness to cor- 


rect and make restitution. 
Our legis- 


lators as a body are 
generally men of 


consideration 
and a good degree of in- 


telligence, yet they have heen guilty 
of many egregious 
blunders, 
which 


we 
have 
no doubt they will make 


haste to correct when again assembled 
in a legislative capacity. 
The Act by 


which the Governor was made a mem- 
ber of the State Hoard of Education 
and the Secretary 
of State a member 


of the State Prison Commission 
is un- 


wise. 
These 
are important positions 


and can only he judiciously tilled by 
men 
possessing 
talents 
peculiarly 


suited 
to the position. 
It is true we 


always expect 
to have men of talent 


to fill the offices of Governor and Sec- 
retary ofState. 
Rut ifthey are faith- 


ful servants in the ofllce to which they 
are elected 
they will have no time to 


attend to anything else. Resides, 
they 


may possess 
nil the talent requisite 
to 


fill the 
office 
to which 
they were 


elected and be totally unqualified 
to 


control the educational 
interest of the 


State or manage 
a penitentiary. 
None 


but men who are experienced 
in such 


things are competent 
to control them. 


Tt was certainly a great oversight in 
the Legislature 
to suppose 
the Uov- 


ernor ami Secretary would be suitable 
men to place in charge of such 
inter- 


ests. 
Thomas 
Jeitekson 
had 
the 


talent to make one 
of the 
best Presi- 


dents 
the United States ever had, but 


he would have been 
a very poor cap- 


tain of a steamboat. 
Yet we have no 


doubt 
Thomas 
Jkkfekson 
would 


have 
guided 
a 
steamboat 
quite 


as successfully 
as our penitentiary 
has 


been conducted. 
Under proper man- 


agement 
this institution 
would pay 


its own expenses 
anil contribute 
a 


large amount to the treasury 
of the 


State annually, but under 
its present 


management it draws a large amount 
from the treasury each year, and thus 
it will always be until it is placed un- 
der the control 
of some 
one 
compe- 


tent to manage 
it. 
Our educational 


interest is suffering In the 
same 
w ay. 


We must have men 
of experience 
in 


these 
positions?men 
capable 
of de- 


tecting any errors in the system, and 
able to suggest 
tho needed 
changes. 


The people are being taxed heavily by 
the blunders and mistakes 
of incom- 


petent men. 
We do not attach 
any 


blame (o our former Legislators 
for 


these mistakes, 
no doubt they did the 


best they could under the circumstan- 
ces, 
but 
now that the mistakes 
are 


seen the next Legislature will be 
se- 


verely censured if they fail to correct 
them.
